Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is true that '569 does not disclose any examples 
reading on the instant claims. However, it is not the position of the examiner that '569 anticipates the claims and hence it is immaterial that 
Moczygembas block copolymers differ from applicants. It is also true that only embodiment 3 is the only embodiment pertinent to the 
invention as now claimed. However, for the reasons set out in the FINAL rejection, embodiment 3 suggests applicants' invention. Applicants 
argue that patentees block copolymers' characteristics differ from those of applicants. However since such characteristics are not in the 
claims they are immaterial to the prima facie case of obviousness and with regard to unexpected results no data comparative to '569 has 
been presented. It is also true that '569 appears to contain typos but this fact does not have any bearing on the examiners reasoning under 
35 USC 103 in the FINAL rejection. . 
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
